ARMISTICE AND PEACE 
THE TALK IN MADRID. 


United statr»» UiipMi«>r Woodford’* I am­ 
il,? ami stuff of I^'kmHoii 
Clooe to Franc*. 


Madrid, April 7.—The 
family of 
United States Minister Woodford lins 
gone to Biarritz, France. 
* The staff of the United States legation 
has left Madrid and will probably re­ 
main in Paris for the present. 
Nevertheless, the latest information is 
of a more assuring character. 
A cabi­ 
net council is now iii session, and it is 
believed the deliberations are of a very 
important nature, but tho ministers 
maintain absolute reserve. 
The official statement that affairs 
have takt ii a pacific turn has not lie 
come generally known and public opin­ 
ion -ioems much excited. 
The bourse has declined heavily, 
owing to the belie* that there is dissen­ 
sion iu the cabinet, which, however, the 
ministerial supporters absolutely deny. 
The queen regent 
has practically 
taken matters out of the bands of her 
ministers aud is dealing direct with the 
United States minister, General Stewart 
Im Woodford, through the German and 
Austrian ambassadors, and is working 
earnestly for peace. 
The hope of roaching a peaceful set­ 
tlement with the United States is grow­ 
ing stronger. 
It is reported that the 
basis of an armistice iii Caba has been 
arranged. If this bo true a royal de­ 
cree will appear in The Gazette today 
or tomorrow announcing the conclusion 
of an armistice. 
The cruisers Vizcaya and Almirante 
Oquendo will await orders at Porto Hico. 
L o n d o n , April 7.—The Rome corre­ 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: “The 
jjope’s mediation will probably not g-> 
further, as President McKinley has de­ 
clared that an armistice with tho Cubans 
would not go to the root of the matter.’ 
Rome, April 7.—It is semi-officially 
announced hero that the Spanish gov­ 
ernment has accepted the principle of 
an armistice with the insurgents, as 
prepared by the pope.

“ At the rpfcnt session in Montreal of 
the Fed rated Mining institute of the 
Dominion of Canada two expe rienced, 
practical miners, j,\ bo have spent sev­ 
eral years in the Yukon gold regions, 
were present and gavo expression to 
views in regard to affairs iii that coun­ 
try that may bo of interest to people 
who contemplate going there. 
“ Mr. Cbriitio, the principal speaker, I 
declared that under present conditions 
there were too tunny people in the dis­ 
trict now, uud those who were physic­ 
ally and intellectually unfitted to cope 
with the hardships of pioneer life should 
not venture their chances in tho wild 
scramble. 
He gave it as bis opinion, 
but-ed on his own experience nod per­ 
sonal observation at Lawson, that many 
of the glowing reports which reach* d 
civilization in regard to the Loda of 
gold vs cie largely exaggerated, few bad 
passed into the country ovi r thofikuguay 
trail, aud the difficulties were so great 
as to bu almost insurmountable to many. 
There wero crevices and hob s in which 
the pack horses got stuck, and he bad 
seen them go down out of sight, packs 
and all, iu tho mod. Hu koew of some­ 
thing like 3, OOO hordes being lost tin re 
and had himself contributed 80 of that 
nam her. 
“ Ho said he bad known many men 
who had started out altogether unpro­ 
vided aud yet had managed to make 
their way to tho goldfield, while, ou 
the other hand, some of those w ho had 
setout supplied with everything that 
seeim d necetsary for the journey bud I 
failed to get through aud bad abandon- j 
cd the undertaking. To seek gold in the 1 
Klondike, he declared, men of hardy I 
physique were needed. Professional men I 
aud clerks he regarded as unfit to en­ 
duro the hardships of tho trip and the 
lifo in the lvloudiko region. 
“ In conclusion Mr. Christie said that 
the pictures of the Klondike wealth had 
been largely overcolored, and many of 
the reports regarding rich finds had been 
sent out by parties in order to enhance 
the price of their claims. 
He did not 
believe they would ship $70,000,01)0 iii 
gold oat of tbut country this year, or 
anything like that sum. The production 
of gold there, he said was bound to be 
more or less limited, owing to tho nat­ 
ural disadvantages attending mining 
operations. 
“ Mr. Fred Hyde, who represented 
what is called the ‘first 800’ cf 1886, 
and who had been associated with Jo­ 
seph Ladue aud other well known pio­ 
neers of the Yukon, corroborated the 
views expressed by Mr. Christie, aud 
said that the immense rush of gold seek­ 
ers to that country was a great mistake, 
aud must result in disaster to thousands.

Thit 
was a combat between a royal Bengal 
tiger and an Andalusian fighting bull. 
The tiger, Cesar, was a full grown 
brute belonging to Spcssardi, the train­ 
er, who had never been able to do any­ 
thing with it and had, indeed, once 
nearly fallen a victim to its ferocity. 
He sold it for 6,000 Irancs to the director 
of the plaza. 
A cage 17 yards square by 4 in height 
bad been erected in the middle of the 
arena, and the animals were brought on 
iu vans, the bull being the first to bo 
released into the iuclosure.

immediately began to run round and 
round bis prison, bellowing and throw- 
ing up sand and gravel with his hoofs. 
The instant the tiger entered the cage 
he gave a roar and bounded on the bull, 
avoiding the horns, and fixed on his 
flanks and belly with both teeth an d , 
claws.

The Paris loth r of the London Post 
gives details of un extraordinary enter- j 
taiument given at the Plaza de Madrid ; 
in the presence of 1,300 spectators. This 
was a combat between a royal Beugul 
tiger and an Andalusian fighting bull. 
The tiger, Cesar, was a full grown 
bruto belonging to Spessardi, tho train­ 
er, who had never been able to do any­ 
thing with it aud had, indeed, once 
nearly fallen a victim to its ferocity. 
He sold it for 6, OOO francs to the director 
of the plaza. 
A cage 17 yards square by 4 in height 
had been erected in the middle of the 
arena, aud the animals were brought on 
in vans, the bull being tho first to bo 
released into the inclosure. 
The brute 
immediately began to run round and 
round bis prison, bellowing aud throw­ 
ing up sand and gravel with bis hoofs. 
The instant the tiger entered the cage 
he gave a roar and bounded on the bull, 
avoiding the horns, aud fixed on his 
flanks aud belly with both teeth and 
claws. 
The boll remained still for a 
few seconds, and then seemed to be sink­ 
ing backward to the ground. The spec 
tutors thought that all was over, but 
tho tiger let go for a second to take an­ 
other hold, aud in the brief interval 
was kicked over by the wild plunges of 
the bull. 
Before tho tiger had time to 
recover the bull was on him, and, sink­ 
ing his horns into tho striped hide, it 
tossed the tiger into the air. 
This was 
repeated four or five times, tho bull 
varying his tactics occasionally by bang­ 
ing 
his adversary against 
the bars. 
When the bull stopped, the tiger lay 
limp o n tho ground, aud the crowd,

W H E R E REFORM IS N E E D E D . 
If the people of Ohio will carefully 
look over the work of the legislature 
they will not be long in reaching the 
conclusion that reform is needed and 
the place to begin is in the selection of 
lawmakers. 
Ohio is a great state, and within its 
borders are many great men. but few of 
them found their way to this legislature. 
Instead that body seems to be made 
up of individuals who have little ambi­ 
tion beyond that to be realized by a 
pleasant stay in Columbus at the expense 
of the state. A great mass of bills have 
been dumped into the hopper, and some 
have been enacted iii to law, but among 
them all there is uot one to show the 
presence of greatness 
The majority 
are commonplace, and a great many are 
useless, while the supreme court will 
doubtless show during the next few 
months that others are not to have a 
place among the statutes of Ohio. 
The session has been marked by scan­ 
dal. During the battle for the senator­ 
ship bribery was openly charged, and 
later a committee was appointed to in­ 
vestigate other charges made by other 
members 
It has been a notorious fact 
for weeks that one of the most expen­ 
sive lobbies in the history of the state 
has exerted every effort for aud against 
certain legislation, no attempt having 
been made to conceal the purpose of the 
lobbyists 
For this condition tile people are re­ 
sponsible, and they should lose no time 
in providing the remedy 
This can be 
found in the selection of men who pos- 
ikws sufficient knowledge of the needs of 
Ohio to enact only such laws as are 
needed, and who are morally able to 
stand out 
against 
the temptations 
thrown before the average statesman 


H O LD T H E R E I NR. 
There’s a master Rrip on the lines. 
His record is that of a cool, conservative, 
brave and fearless man. He dreads the 
advent of the grim monster of war. And 
yet history proves that ho was a hero 
upon the battle field and always at his 
post when duty called.

THE MAINE DISASTER. 


Ion"* In teresting Incidents fleserlbe.l by 
N iir*"v, » of the Hill t trull Ip. 
Here ufo so me interesting incidents 
of the fluent Maine disaster: Many of 
the surviving sailors, especially those 
who were badly wounded, do not recol­ 
lect anything of tho explosion except 
that they found themselves in the wa­ 
ter, ami som e of them do not < ven re­ 
member that as they wi re picked up 
unconscious and canto to their senses in 
their cots at the hospital. 
One man With w hom I spoko the oth ­ 
er day could not realize w hat day of the 
week it wus. 
William Magniness, who was hurled 
from bis hummock, awoke, believing 
tho ship bad been struck by shots fired 
from the Spanish forts. This idea so oc­ 
cupied bis mind that during the two 
days he was at the hospital bu wus con­ 
stantly talking fight. 
W illiam Gartrell, 
a fireman, was 
three decks 
down and was blown 
through 
them 
without 
suffering a 
scratch. 
He was the only one from the 
lower part of the ship who was saved. 
First Glass Gunner Bullock, seeking a 
cool place to Sleep, was lying in tho aft* 
er turret. When the explosion occurred, 
ho found himself astride the big cannon, 
which bad shifted to one side. 
Not 
knowing how to escajie, 
he finally 
squeezed himself through the guuport, 
which was quite a difficult undertaking, 
us the bolo was hardly big enough to 
admit tho passage of his body. 
Joseph Lutz, a marine, was blown 
from his bummock aud went with the 
(lying debris into the air. 
He landed 
again on dock, began bunting for bis 
■hoes and trousers and then jumped 
overboard. 
Captain Higsboe tells mo that tho cool­ 
ness and bravery displayed by William 
Anthony are commendable. 
Anthony 
is a private in the marines. 
Ho was 
stationed as orderly at the door of tho 
captain's quarters. 
At the moment of 
the explosion the captain was writing a 
h ttor to his wife. 
All the lights were 
immediately extinguished. The captain 
arose aud attempted to make his way 
through tho long passage leading to the 
dock, aud ; s the ship was toppling to 
one side and sinking fast Captain Higs- 
bee groped bis way with difficulty. Ho 
finally bumped against a man who prov­ 
ed to be Orderly Anthony. The orderly 
first begged tho captain’s pardon and 
then very coolly said: 
“ Sir, I have come to report to yon 
that the ship has been blow n up and 
she is fast sinking." 
Captain Sigsbee says that any ordi­ 
nary man would at that time have 
thought how to save himself rather 
than go inside a dark passage of a sink­ 
ing vessel, not knowing if he would 
ever come out again. 
On board were three cats, a young 
tubby aud two toms. The older tom was 
born on board a monitor at the Brook­ 
lyn navy yard IS years ago. 
He was a 
tar by birth and had served all bis life 
in tho United States navy. 
He paid no 
attention to tabby and bad the good rec­ 
ord of never having held moonlight con­ 
certs on roofs or sown bis wild oats on 
back feuces. Tho officers, seeing bis dis­ 
regard for Tabby, bought on shore only 
two days before the accident a young 
Cuban tom, who, to distinguish bim 
from Old Tom, was named Young Tom. 
He and Tabby perished in their honey­ 
moon. Old Tom, who was three decks 
below, was alio tbocgbt to have been 
lost, but was discovered recently by 
Commander W ainwright crouched and 
meowing pitifully on a pile of wreck­ 
age on deck. 
He has been taken on board tho Fern, 
w here the sailors are giving bim the 
best of care and where be bas assumed 
again his old post of the senior cat in 
tho United States navy. 
Peggy, the little pug dog of Captain 
Sigsbee, who never abandoned bis side 
while on board and who once fell aud 
broke ber leg while trying to climb af 
ar bim up the ladder of the top bridge, 
was at the captain’s side when he took 
to tho boat. 
She was trembling with 
fright; but. taking in consideration that 
she is only a young pug aud that tile 
explosion 
was 
tremendous, 
Captain 
Sigsbee says she is excusable 
All the survivors of the Maiuo lost 
everything they had. Many landed w ith 
hardly any clothing, aud all are today 
lamenting the loss of some valuable per­ 
sonal effects which money cannot re­ 
place. 
Father Chid wick, the chaplain, 
grieves over the loss of a gold chalice 
which tho crew of the Maine gave bim 
aud which he says was the worldly be­ 
longing which he most prized.—New 
York Hun.
